READY IN [AY.— Garland on New England Town Law. (Cloth $6.50.) A thick octavo, presenting 
for the first time the statute law and decisions of the courts as to the towns, town meetings, voters, 
and town officers, in the six New England states. It is well known that the old Anglo-Saxon popular 
institutions survive in New England, most distinctly and vigorously ;— and their working is an in- 
teresting study in politics and sociology.
